Judge Daniel Price Withers in the Corporation Court 


this morning dissolved the temporary restraining 
order 


issued against the Tohacco Growers Co-Operative Marketing 
Association on the petition of the Danville Warehouse 
Cor- 


poration and the Piedmont Warehouse Corporation. 
In a 


lengthy written opinion delivered from the hsnch in the 
presence of a few members of the .local bar the court up- 
held the validity of the Virginia marketing laws and mara- 


'. tained the right of the Legislature to enact toe statute the 


constitutionality of which was'attacked by the petitioners 
on the ground that it was class legislation. 


Judge Withers emerged from his office this morning a 


few minutes after ten and after court had been formally 
convened he began reading his opinion which is appended in, 
its entirety hereunder. The court analyzed the Virginia to- 
bacco marketing laws in detail and defined specifically the 
rights of both warehousemen and the Co-Operative Market- 


. ing Association under its terms. The vital passage of the 


opinion deciding the issue is in the following terms::" 


' "The court is of the opinion that the passage of this 


act by the legislature was a valid exercise of legislative 
authority and although it may impose a burden on the ware- 
housemen, had the power to enact this law and for this rea- 
son the court cannot interfere. It is therefore ordered that 
the temporary injunction heretofore entered herein be dis- 
solved '' 
Under the decision inspectors for the "pool" will notr 


have the right to go at will on the floors of the warehouses 
to examine tobacco tags, but must confine their research to 


- 
some place in the warehouse designated by the warehouse 
manager where the records are kept. The decision does not 
give the. right to the inspectors, to examine the private books
